New York, March 25.— The directors of Hu* 
Queens County Jockey Club are preparing a fine 
program for I lie filt<*en days of racing which will 
i-e held at the Aqueduct track begiuuing June 27 
and ending July 14. Many of the old stakes of the 
Gravesend track, as well "as the important features 
of the Aqueduct course, will )>e run off at this 
meeting. Between $55,000 and $00,000 will be 
distributed in stakes, overnight purses and handi- 
caps. 

Some of the important stakes are the Brooklyn 
Handicap. Carter Handicap, Brooklyn Derby, 
Queens County Handicap, Rockaway Stakes, Canar- 
sic Stakes and the Astoria Stakes. The Brooklyn 
Handicap was run at t lie Belmont Park track last 
year in conjunction with the Westchester Racing 
Association's meeting. The race will he worth 
$5.<Mio this season. 

The Carter Handicap has been the feature event 
at Aqueduct since that course became prominent 
in tlie racing circuit of this state. In the golden 
days of the turf il was the first $10,00o handicap 
of the racing season. il will not lie worth that 
sum this year, but will have $2,500 added. The 
Brooklyn Derby. Queens County Handicap and 
Rockaway and Catiarsic Stakes will have from 
$1,000 to $1,500 each added. 



Buffalo, N. Y., March 25. — With the exception 
of tbe Grand Canadian Steeplechase, the Niagara 
Racing Association will this season renew its stake 
program of 1913. The first of the season’s meetings 
at Fort Erie will take place July 4-11, during which 
the following stakes will be run: 

Canadian Derby guaranteed value $3,500. for 
three-year-olds, distance one mile and a quarter. 

Fourth of July Handicap, value $1,500, for three- 
year olds and over, one mile and seventy yards. 

Niagara Slakes, value $1,500, for two-year-olds, 
five-eighths of a mile. 

Fort Erie Stakes, selling, value $1,500. for three - 
year-olds and over, three-quarters of a mile. 

The $5,000 Dominion Handicap, for three-year- 
olds and over, one mile and a quarter, will be the 
chief feature of the second meeting August 5 12. 
Other events to lx- run during this meeting are the 
Iroquois Hotel Handicap, value $1,500. for two year- 
olds. five and a half furlongs, and the Canadian 
Sportsman Handicap, value $1,500, for tliree-yeur- 
olds and over, one mile and a sixteenth.

Stedfast 
was not beaten again that season. Eight races, 
including tin* Jockey Club Stakes, in which he de- 
feated Lemberg, fell b* his share, and it was in 
the last of these, the Kiugsclere Stakes, ttial he 
ami Prince Palatine first met. The latter, giving 
seven pounds. was beaten by half a length, ami 
again succumbed at level weights, in the Coronation 
Cup of the following season.

With Proposed Legislation.

a head, the House of Delegates at Annapolis ad- 
journed late this afternoon until tonight with no 
action taken. As tlie matter now stands, the Hoff- 
man amendment to the Hall Hiiti-botting bill, which 
probably will bo introduced late tonight or tomor- 
row, will provide for a state racing commission, 
drawn with the approval of tbe Maryland Jockey 
Club, proprietors of the Pimlico track. This amend- 
ment. provides for a commission composed of Marion 
A. Humphreys, a personal friend of Thomas Clyde 
and cousin of former United States Senator William 
IV Jackson: Edwin If. Webster, who is said to hav- 
iK-t-n suggested h.v friends of the Havre de Glace 
track, .md Davis Cowan, a former employee at Pirn 
iico. The amendment will provide for a tax of 
$3,009 for eaeb dav of racing and for ninety days’ 
racing eaeb year, to he distributed among Havre de 
Grace. Laurel aud Pimlico. This would give Mary- 
land nearly $300,000 a rear revenue from racing. 

While sentiment in the Legislature apparently is 
swinging to the Hoffman amendment, other more 
radical amendments are threatened. There was a 
report at Annapolis today that one measure will 
provide that no tsleplionic or telegraphic communica- 
tion between the tracks and the outside world will 
be permitted and that newspapers, magazines and 
periodicals in Maryland will be prohibited from 
printing racing results. If is thought that these 
radical amendments will be beaten by an over- 
whelming vote. 

Delegate Hall, framer of the anti-racing bill now 
pending, also has an amendment providing heavier 
penalties fur violations. 



London. March 25.— No racing establishment In 
England lias a more promising lot of tivo-year-olds 
than King George. His Majesty is exceptionally 
well pleased with his stable, and it is an open 
secret that he is anxious to carry off one or two 
of the chief events of 'the flat racing season this 
year and thus make up for his lack of success dur- 
ing 1915.
